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THE ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


The Explorer's Vians---The Scheme Frus- 
trated by the Discovery that There Was 
„No Land to Northward "---Zealous Efforts 
of the Sledge Travelers. 

London Dai. Oct. 28. 

In its main Point, of at least in that part of 
the enterprise which most appealed to the im- 
agination of the public, success has been der 
They went out to endeavor to reach the Pole, 
and Capt. Nares reports in two words the result 
of this part of the unde „ “Pole im- 

ticabie"’ is his summmg up of the position. 

‘he next sentence in the telegram, “ No land to 
northward, explains the reason why the role 
is beid to be impracticable, It was never hoped 
that either of tue ships could sail to the 
mysterious centre where it would be south 
all round the horizon. The plan to be acted 
Ov Was that two vesscis should go tegether to 
tue highest latitude which could be attained be- 
tore last winter, which it was boped would be 
somewucdre on the north sore ol Lady Fran 
lin Strait, in latitude d degrees North or tu 
abouts. Here the Discovery was to reipain 
wulle the Alert pushed forward alone. It was 
hoped that several degrees further north would 
thus be made, aod a chan of provision depots 
was to be established at every sixty miles of 
the line between the two vessels. The Alert 
would winter in this advanced position, and, if 
there was land ahead, would dispatch six 
sledge parties of fifty-two meu altugetber as 
early in April as possible. By these sicdges an- 
other chain of communication, it it may be 80 
termed, was to be estavlisued over the 500 
miles between the Alert and the Pole, 
only one of the siedges reachi that 
desired spot, aud tue rest form a 
line of sale retreat Kk to the ship. 
The scheme was, of course, entirely frustrated 
by the discovery that there was no land to 
northward,“ and when that tact had been once 
eatisiactoriy established the ships had nutbing 
to do but return. Capt. Nares was known to 
be of opinion that to pusu away from the land, 
and get involved in the pack-ice, was to risk 
fadure. No land to northward, tuereiore, 
means no pathway this way to tne Pole. 

The details given in tae telegrain from our 
correspondent at Valentia explain the shorter 
dispatch of Capt. Nares. It will be remembered 
tuat the last pews irom the Arctic ships was 
brought by Capt. Allen Young last autumn. 
He had found a cairn on one of the Cary Isl- 
ands, which contained letters up to July 26, 
1875. These letters described the voyage nortu- 
ward from Upernavik, while letters of earLer 
date, but received later, gave an account of the 
doings of the ships between the time of parting 
trom the Valorous at Ritenbenk and the ar- 
rival at Upernavik. We had, therefore, a full ac- 
count of their doings up to July 26, 1875, when 
they were steaming northward in an almost 
clear sea, with the water at a temperature of 
forty degrees, and nearly six weeks of open sea- 
son before them. From that time till the receipt 
of Capt. Nares’ telegram nothing had been 
heard of them; but now the telegram from our 
Valentia correspondent continues the story, 
Very soon after setting out from the Cary ISI 
ands with such br. gut prospects they met the 
ice, and the great struggle began. severe 
and continuous efforts the side of Lady Frank- 
un Bay was reached, and here the Discovery 
weut into her winter L while the Alert 
pushed on and reached the limit of navigation 
on the shore of the Polar Sea. Here they win- 
tered, and were 142 days without sun. the

Ice some hundreds oi fert in thickness covers 
the sea, and it may probably be considered as 
4 settled by the expedition that the 
Pole ed at feast on that side by thrill- 
ing of thick-ribbed ice,“ as terrible as 
those which Shakspeare’s imagination conceived 
as R new terror to the fear of death.

* these frightful regions is very discourag- 

g to the friends of Arctic exploration. It was 
felt when the two ships went out that they were 
somewhat undermanned, and some predictions 
of failure in the sledging enterprise were based 
on this assumed defect. But it is now evident 
that nothivg in the equipment of the expedition 
aracter of its officers could possibly 
have made the result other than it is. There 
were men enough. seeing that the very purpose 
for which it was assumed that more would be 
wanted—the sleighing journey overland to the 
Pole—has been frustrated. Nor could any more 
efficient services have been rendered by those 
who went out on the perilous expeditions of 
eighty-tive ar d seventy days’ sicighing over the 
mountainous ice.

** BOSS” SHEPHERD. 


His Financial Embarrass mente 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

Wasnmerox, D. C., Nov. 10.—The announce- 
ment of A. R. Shepherd’s financial embarrass- 
ment Was not unexpected, but was looked for 
daily. For months past his paper has been on 
the streets and offered at a remarkably low dis- 
count. At the meeting of bis creditors last 
night, the class of men called together were 
principally those associated with him in his 
management of the District while President o1 
the Board of Public Works and Governor, and 
who received from him many favors. Shep- 
herd’s carter as à real estate speculator is well 
known. On July 1, 1871, when he assumed the 
Office of member of the Board of Public Works, 
his property was fairly assessed at $275,642, and 
this was burdened by deeds of trust to the 
amount of $250,042.80. This, therefore, made 
him worth at that period $25,599, provided ms 
property was not forced into the market, in 
which eveut he would have been a bankrupt. 
On Oct. 1, 1878, after he had neglected his pri- 
vate affairs for the public good for twenty-eight 
months, a low assessment of his propert 
showed a value of $454,018, which was cove 
by deeds of trust amounting to $317,942.80. This 
left a net value of $136,075.20 in excess of deeds 
of trust, and $110,476 in excess of balance on 
July 1; 1871. To this must be added deeds of 
trust lifted within this time te the amount of 
$146,000. Adding this to the above, $256,476 
will be found to have been cleared within a 

riod in which there were no bona fide profita- 

le sales of real estate; so he must have cleared 
this amount from his salary of $2,500 per an- 
num. He had built in this time a palace costing 
$100,000, and furnished it at a cost of fully $60,- 
000, and has entertained royally. 

Large as Shepherd’s resources were, his 
acheties would always excerd them, and kept 
him ia hot water the richer he got. Before the 
four-million-dollar loan passed it was asserted 
that his fortune depended upon it. In Octo- 
ber, 1678, after the fallure of the Cookes, he 
was known to have been between $40,000 and 

„000 behind in his account at the National 
etropolitan Bank, of which he was a Director. 
He pledged §450,000 worth of District bonds to 
Morton, Bliss & Co. at New York. He loaned 
$225, on them, and placed them, togegher 
with another loan of $50,000, to his individual 
account as Governor in this bank, and checked 
upon them in parcels as —＋ he was Auditor, 
Comptroller, and Treasurer of the District. By 
this and similar operations he bridged over his 
difficulties at that time. 

Another crisis came when he expected 165 
500,000 of 1 for the District in the 
sp of 1874, and having failed in this the 
most serious consequences were anticipated. 
This again was tided over by the District Com- 
missioners and Board of Audit construing the 
new law as authorizing an unlimited issue of 
District 8.65 bonds. In by hl 1876, the 
second harvest was stopped by Congress — 
hibiting further issues under heavy penalties, 
and Suepherd has smarted from the conse- 
quences of this legislation ever since. 

Shepherd has built in all during the last six 
pease about one hundred and fifty-nine houses 

W and not fifteen hundred as 
claimed. ost of them are cheap tenement 
honses, which were disposed of to contractors 
in the bricht days of the Ring government 
at double the prices they were worth. It is 
openly stated that his property will not, cover 
his liabilities, and the fact of his coming out as 
be has announciug his condition shows that 
his case is desperate. 

It is asserted on good authority that Shepherd 
fears gs. which have been openly 
threatened. by certain coutractors, who allege 
that he borrowed monev of them, to be paid in 
contracts. One contractor lately threatened 
svit for nearly $18,000 in District bonds, which 


Shepherd ostensibly borrowed, but which were 
really the dividend he clal from profits on 


contracts given by Shep as Vice-President,

Bosch, at Burlington, built a beilding and 
brewed barley-beer. The Mississippi River m 
andered majestically along in front of the bre 
ery, with nothing to obstruct the view from the 
portals of the factory of foam.

foundation at all for the action.

Our editorial brother divides the popula- 
tion of Louisiana into the responsible ele- 
ments of society and the plantation field- 
hands who follow desperate adventurers.” 
By the term “plantation field-hands” we 
suppose he means the industriai classes who 
cultivate the fat soil of Louisiana and pro- 
duce annually vast quantities and values of 
cotton, sugar, corn, and other agricultural 
products. In Illinois the cultivators of the 
soil are called farmers or grangers, and are 
considered to be the bone and sinnew of the 
State.

Those who rent land or work it 
on shares are treated with respect in this 
State, irrespéctive of race or color. If by 
“plantation field-hands” is meant those 
who work on farms for wages, they, 
too, are useful members of society, and en- 
titled to equal civil and political rights with 
other men who own land and hire the labor 
to till it. As to the desperate adventur- 
ers,” wecannot imagine who they are, un- 
less they are citizens from other States. But 
this is a free country, and men have as much 
right to remove from the North to Louisiana 
for a lawful purpose as they have from New 
England to Illinois, or from Illinois to Colo- 
rado; andan ‘‘adventurer” of the former 
has quite recently been elected Governor of 
the latter, while this State is full of adven- 
turers of the East and South who have se- 
cured offices.

ELECTING A PRESIDENT. 

There are some very unwise and very fool- 
hardy persons belonging to both political 
parties who are talking and writing with 
much vehemence of having the election of 
President decided by blood. These people 
insist that the vote of Louisiana shall be 
counted for Tx, if every Democrat in the 
country must take his musket ; others that 
it must be counted for Hayes, even if the 
War has to be fought all over again. All 
this is extremely incendiary and is altogeth- 
er unnecessary. 

The result in Louisiana is as yet unknown 
to any one. "Each side has only been able 
to estimate what the returns will be when re- 
ceived. When the time shall come that all 
the facts are known, the country will have 
no difficulty in reaching a pretty unanimous 
judgment upon this question, and that judg- 
ment will be that the result declared shall be 
the fair and honest one indicated by the 
facts. 

Here, however, is presented another in- 
stance of how the weaknesses and defects of 
our Constitution are developed. Seventy- 
six years ago the then comparatively infant 
Republic was threatened with civil war and 
dismemberment by an altogether unexpected 
combination of circumstances in the choice 
of President. At that time the Presidential 
Electors voted for two men for President, 
and the one having the greatest number of 
votes was selected President and the one 
receiving the next highest number was Vice- 
President. By an arrangement among the 
friends of the successful party, one of the 
Electors was selected who voted for a third 
person instead of the party candidate, thus 
leaving a difference between the total vote of 
the persons intended for President and Vice- 
President. At the election in 1796. Jon 
Apams got 71 votes out of the 140 Electoral 
votes, and became President, and Tuomas 
Jerrerson got 68, and was declared Vice- 
President. At the election in 1800 Jzrrzn- 
son was the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent and Aaron Burr for Vice-President; 
and Joan Apams for President and C. C. 
Per for Vice-President, were the can- 
didates of the Federalists. The Electoral 
vote stood: Jzrrerson, 73; Burr, 73; 
Apams, 65; Per, 64; Jay, 1. Whether 


an equal vote with Jzrrznsox. The 
Federalists in the House of Representatives, 
intent on defeating Jurrzzsox, abandoned 
their own candidate to vote for Burr. Jzr- 
verson got the vote of eight States, Burr 
six, and two States (Vermont and Maryland) 
were divided and voted blank. The country 
was terribly excited, and threats of war and 
violence were general. The House began 
voting on Feb. 11, 1801, and continued in 
session seven days. Neither side would yield. 
Some of the Federalists declared their pur- 
pose (Apams being then President) to declare 
Bure elected and install him in office, and it 
was threatened on the other side that, if this 
were done, they would organize the States 
and make war upon the usurper. Afterseven 
days’ continued session, the interests of peace 
prevailed over the madness of party, and 
Vermont and Maryland yielded, and voted 
for Jurrerson, who was thus elected, Burr 
becoming Vice-President. The danger to 
the national peace being thus made clear, the 
mode of voting for President and Vice- 
Presidant was changed to the present sys- 
tem, which at the end of seventy-six years 
has developed a weakness which again threat- 
ens the peace of the country. 

There is no provision in the Constitution 
for a contested election. The certificate by 
the State authorities is, because of the ab- 
sence of any law, final. It was so intended 
to be, the possibility of fraud or illegality 
not having been contemplated. Congress 
has no authority in the premises. It is re- 
quired by law to be in session on the second 
Wednesday in February, on which day the 
President of the Senate shall open the cer- 
tificates of the several Boards of Electors, 
count the votes, amd declare the result. 
That is all that Congress has to do in the 
matter, unless there be a tie, or a failure of 
either candidate to receive a majority, in 
which case the House shall proceed to elect 
a ident. No result of that kind is pos- 
sible in this case. There cannot be a tie, 
and either Tum or Hm must have a 
majority. 

If the Canvassing Board of Louisiana 
shall reject the votes of the five counties in 
dispute, and by that action give the vote of 
the State for Hares when otherwise it 
would be for Ino, that decision must be 
accepted. Where is there any remedy or 
any power to change the result? For somé 
years there has been a joint rule of Con- 
gress, of very questionable legality, which 
made the counting of the vote of any State 
dependent on the affirmative assent of both 
Houses. An objection by either House 
was sufficient to have the vote re- 
jected. That rule was not adopted 
by the present Congress and is now 
not in force. There is no rule in force gov- 
erning the matter. Literally there is no 
power to object. Should, however, this 
twenty-second joint rule be revised or de- 
clared in force again, it would not help the 
situation. If the Democratic House should 
object to counting the vote of Louisiana for 
Hares, that objection would elect Tors; 
but the Senate can then object to North Car- 
olina or Arkansas, Mississippi or Alabama, 
or all of them. The Democratic House could 
only object to Florida (4), South Carolina 
(7), and Louisiana (8), total 19 votes; while 
the Republicans may object and thus throw 


by accident or intrigue, Burr received 


indefinitely, for once admitting the power of 


either House of Congress to arbitrarily reject 
the Electoral vote of one State, there is no 
limit to which the powtr may not be extend- 
ed. If a majority of the Senate should con- 
sent tothe exclusion of the vote of Louisiana, 
that would elect Trxpzn ; but this is not so 
likely as to offer any expectation of the diffi- 
culty being settled in that way. What, then, 
will be the result of this exclusion of votes 
for the mere purpose and pretext of 
electing one or the other of the party 
candidates? The Constitution does not 
contemplate any such condition of affairs. 
The high standard of official integrity 
in 1787 and in 1801 did not admit that there 
could be a difficulty or suspicion of fraud or 
unfairness in the choice of Electors. No 
provision was therefore made for the con- 
tingency of a failure to count the votes and 
declare the election of a President and Vice- 
President. There is a provision that, when 
there has been a failure to elect a President 
and Vice-President by the people, and the 
House shall fail to elect a President by 
March 4, then the Vice-President, elected by 
the Senate, shall become President. But 
this contingency cannot happen in this case, 
which will be that of a failure to declare the 
result of an election which has been made. 
The law of 1792 provides that the term of 
the President shall begin March 4. It ex- 
cludes the theory of a President holding 
over. It provides that, in case of the 
death, resignation, or inability of both Pres- 
ident and Vice-President, the President of 
the Senate shall act as President until the 
disability is removed or a President elect- 
ed. This does not cover the case 
as will be presented by the fail- 
ure of the two Houses to have the 
votes counted and tho election declared. 
And yet, possibly, that may be the only prac- 
ticable way out of the business. When the 
offices of President and Vice-President both 
become vacant, as they will be if no one is 
declared elected, then the President of the 
Senate by law becomes acting President un- 
til these officers shall be elected at a special 
election in the succeeding November, which 
election must by law be held unless where 
the unexpired term is less than a year. In 
this case Mr. Ferry, who is at present the 
President of the Senate, would be ineligible, 
because his term as Senator will expire March 
8, and he will not be President of the Senate 
when the vacancies occur. The Senate will 
therefore have to elect another presiding offi- 
cer before the 4th of March, who would suc- 
ceed as acting President until the special 
election of President and Vice-President 
could take place. 

We have treated all these speculations as 
to difficulties which may never occur. We, 
however, have faith that the good sense of 
the country will exercise a controlling influ- 
ence at New Orleans, and that, when all the 
facts of the Louisiana election are known, 
the truth and the right will be so evident 
that the result will be declared accordingly, 
and to the satisfaction of the whole country. 
In that event there will be no more objec- 
tion to the declaration of an election by a 
small majority than there would be if that 
majority were fifty or sixty. The fact, how- 
ever, remains that Congress will be criminal 
if it fail, by constitutional amendment, to 
provide effectually against the recurring of 
any such alarming and dangerous contingen- 
cy as is now evident may occur. 


THAT “TIMES” DISPATCH. 

In reply to the temperate paragraph printed 
in Tue Tarsune of Sunday, commenting upon 
the inflammatory dispatch sent to New Or- 
leans from the Chicago Zimes office, the 
Timed prints a column and a half of vitupera- 
tion, personal abuse, and partisan fury, which 
are even worse than the original dispatch 
urging the assassination or banishment of 
the Republican officials of Louisiana. We 
have no desire to bandy billingsgate with 
that paper, or to descend to personal abuse. 
We simply propose to confine ourselves to 
the incendiary dispatch which some one in 
that office sent to New Orleans to incite still 
further the hot-headed Tildenites, and, if 
possible, to provoke violence. We there- 
fore reprint the substance of the dispatch : 
„Al eyes and hopes turn towards 
Louisiana. If you tamely submit to disen- 
franchisement, the end is defeat for hope 
and reform. Te North will say God-speed 
toa cleaning out f the Packarp and Kr 
o scoundrels.” With regard to dis- 
enfranchisement,” no comment is necessary. 
The Mississippi and South Carolina Plans 
have disfranchised thousands of Republicans 
in those States. That charge isone which 
even the Times will not insist upon. The 
determinatlon to disfranchise the negroes 
was publicly announced at the very begin- 
ning of the campaign, and it was faithfully 
carried out. It is more tothe purpose to 
examine the inflammatory appeal contained 
in this dispatch. What right, in the first 
place, has the Chicago Times to speak forthe 
North? Who appointed it as agent to repre- 
sent Northern sentiment? From the out- 
break of the War of the Rebellion to itt Rose 
it was the outspoken enemy of the North 
and the undisguised advocate of the 
right of secession, the friend of the 
South, and the foe of every North- 
ern soldier: who fired a shot in de- 
fense of the Government. Is it, therefore, 
the war- record of the Times that constitutes 
it an agent of the North? If not, does it 
count upon its eminent services in the cause 
of intelligence, morals, and religion since 
the War as sufficient to warrant it in speak- 
ing for the North? What does it mean by 
‘cleaning out”? What other meaning can it 
have at such a time as this than open advice 
to the hot-headed Tom partisans of New 
Orleans to murder the Republican officials, 
or banish them from the State and dis- 
franchise the Republican party? And whom 
does it advige these partisans to clean 
out”? First, the recognized Governor of 
the State, who has held the position for four 
years, and whose term hag not yet expired ;

PLAYING WITH FIRE. 

The President's suggestion that afew ju- 
dicious citizens of national repute, whose 
character for integrity would command 
general respect, go to New Orleans to see 
that there is an honest count of the honest 
vote of Louisiana, was satisfactory to all 
fair men of both parties; and all parties are 
glad that men of the stamp of Wu. M. 
Evanrs and Sranuzxy Marrnews are going 
there for that purpose. But their going is 
being made the occasion for the descent 
upon Louisiana of a multitude of political 
adventurers, and hotheads, and mischief- 
makers, such as turned loose anywhere 
would almost inevitably create a disturbance. 
Mr. Henny Wartrernson, who is a very 
clever editor in his way, but who is a hot- 
headed partisan, ought to know enough 
to know that he isn’t wanted at New Or- 
leans. James R. Cuatmens, guerrilla General 
in the Rebel army, ought to know as much.

THE EAST. 
THE SITUATION CRITICAL. 
Loxvos. Nov. 13.— The Pali Mall Gazetie says: 
„Once more darkness has fallen over the pros- 
pects of peace. That it will lift again, we may 
hope, but the news that comes both from St. 
Petersburg and Constantinople gives us warn- 
ing that what is called ‘feeling’ may yet 
conquer wisdom, and that a certain degree of 
insatiety already threatens to creep into the 
judgments of those upon whom depends the 
tremendous issue of peace or war. The speech 
of the Czar is not the most alarming incident of 
the time, but it is far from pleasant reading. 
“The Turkish Government, who are said to be 
deeply stirred by the.injustice done to their na- 
tion, and by the ill-return their enemies make 
for all their proofs of moderation, are stated to 
have telegraphed instructions to their repre- 
sentatives abroad to the following effect: ‘ We 
desire peace with or without a conference, but 
we must have guarantees for the integrity of 
the 


our territory before we can admit 
recommendations or requests. We con- 
sider it an evil, if not a fatal 


precedent, to accept a conference upon the in- 
ternal affairs of the Empire. If Europe has 
propositions to make to us, let the signatory 
Powers of the treaty of Paris make them col- 
lectively, and we will reply yes or no.’ 

Such is the account given of the attitude of 
the Turkish Government, and if it be correct, it 
is needless to dwell upon the seriousness of the 
news. Nocomment could enhance the gravity 
of so critical a situation as it reveals: If the 
temper too plainly indicated in this haughty 
message is really dominant at Constantinople, 
the prospect is a gloomy one, indeed. 

THE WARK FEELING IN RUSSIA. _ 

Loxbpox. Nov. 13.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from St. Petersburg says 
the Czar’s speech has founda general and en- 
thusiastic echo throughout the Russian Empire. 
Town Councils, Diets, trades, merchants, 
guilds, the clergy, and in fact all 
classes, unanimously declare without quali- 
fication their joyful readiness to contribute 
to and fulfill to the utmost all the 
demands which the Czar and the Empire 
might make for the protection of the interests 
of Russia. They place their fortunes and all 
their resources at the disposal of Government 
to provide the necessary means. 

OFFICERS ORDERED HOME. 

A special to the Paris Temps from Belgrade 
states that the Servian Government has receiv- 
ed instructions to send back to Russia immedi- 
ately all Russian officers who have not received 
their commissions in the Russian army. 

THE TURKISH LAND FORCES. 

Vienna, Nov. 13.—The Political Correspond- 
ence publishes intelligence from Constantinople 
that the Turkish forces in the neighborhood of 
Erzeroum will shortly number 120,000. A camp 
will be established at Schumla for the corps now 
stationed at Nisch, and 150,000 men of Dervisch 
Pasha’s army. Battalions from Yemen, Damas- 
cus, and Aleppo, pass through Constantinople 
daily, en route from Schumla.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE BREADSTUFFS TRADE. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Lonpon, Nov. 13.—The Mark Lane Frpress 
says:.The clear, dry days and absence of mois- 
ture during the past week have been of great 
service, enabling farmers to consign wheat to 
the ground under very favorable circum- 
stances, and a larger breadth has been 
sown than last year. The potato crop 
shared this advantage, especially the 
Irish, but the English yield, notably 
in the midland counties. has been very unsatis- 
factory. There has been little alteration in the 


quantity of English wheat marketed, and the 


supplies both in London and the provinces con- 
tinue limited, farmers preferring to withhold 


corn in the present depressed aspect of the 
trade. Dullness ‘prevails in most country mar 
kets, and business, generally speaking, was 
quite of a retail nature. 

The improved aspect of the Eastern question 
has caused the local trade to relapse, and lose 
the recent advance of two shillings per quarter. 
Shipments of Russian wheat are taking place 
very rapidly, in view of the approaching winter 
closing of Cronstadt and the of Azof ports. 

The Board of Trade returns for October show 
a considerable decrease of imports as compared 
with 1875 from the Continent, Egypt, Chili, and 
most noticeably the United States and Canada, 
the only country showing an increase being 
British India. 

These facts are suggestive as showing that the 
diminution extends to all our usual sources of 
supply,—the week’s supplies have shown some 
increase, but the larger portion of the increase 
in wheat has been from India, and it has been 
most resting to watch how steadily imports 
of its class of grain have been increased from 
comparative insignificance to a prominent posi- 
tion in our sources of supply. A noticeable 
feature, also, in the returns of imports on Mon- 
day, was the absence of wheat arrivals from 
Atlantic ports. 

Depression exists throughout the trade, both 
wheat and feeding corn having declined in 
value, while the demand was entirely of a retail 
and consumptive character. The floating cargo 
trade ruled quiet.

The amount of these 
notes in circulation on the 2d ult. was $1, 414, 485, 
‘which Indicates that they a quite popular and of 
great convenience in making exchanges with re- 
mote parts of the interior. The aggregate busi- 
ness of the banks at this date was about $2, 240, 000 
less than at the corresponding period last year. 
This is due particularly to the panic last fall, and 
te some extent to the prejadices sought to be 
created against the system by the double suspen- 
sion of one of the banks, which has since paid all 
ite liabilities to depositors in full with interest at 
the rate of 10 per cent per annum on deferred pay- 
ments, On eccount of the convenience of these 
notes and their absolate safety, there is a desire in 
some quarters that the system may be extended 
along the Pacific coast,

MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 


Prof. Tyler’s Lecture on “The Humorous 
Element in the American volution.“ 
Special Correspondence T dune. 

Arn ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 11—It may be a 
matter of interest to the readers of Tun Ta- 
UNE to know that Prof. Moses Coit Tyler deliv- 
ered, for the first time, his humorous lecture on 
The Humorous Element in the American Rev; 
olution,” at University Hall, in this city, last 
night; inesmuch as he is engaged to deliver the 
same lecture in many cities of the Northwest, 
including, I believe, Chicago itself; and to be 
told that it met with perfect success. He nad 
an audience last night of more than 2,000 peo- 
ple, for the very announcement of his name in 
connection with a lecture always calls a multi- 
tude to hear him. For this reason he was en- 
gaged by the Students’ Lecture Association to 
open the course of the season; which, as will be 
noticed further on, contains some of the best 
entertainments the country affords. 

The lecture of Prof. Tyler, referred to, covers 
a new field in the Jine of lyceum-lectures, and it 
has the rare merit of meeting all the expecta- 
tions the subject itself may arouse. He says 
in it, at the outset, that history is no longer a 
detailed account of wars and battles, and of the 
routine-life of a King or ruling powers, but rath- 
er an account of the lives and doings of the 
ple; and, further, to be truthful, it must tell 
what the people laughed about as well as what 
they cried about. 

With the pur of contributing a page to 
the history of the usually-denominated dark and 
stern period of the Revolution, he had written 
an account of the humorous side, for it had one; 
the people laughed as well as fought, and sbot 
off jokes as well as bullets. He said the Revo- 
lution began in 1765, and last eighteen ycars in- 
stead of seven. He found a ludicrous 
side to the Stamp act, its re- 
ception by the Americans, and the unpleasant 
duties the Stamp-Agents had to perform in en- 
forcing it. The making of the very hugest 
cup of tea” which the world ever knew, in Bos- 
ton Harbor, by the Yankee Indians, was another 
joke which cheered the hearts of the oppressed 
pee le. So, all through the struggle in the 

eld, the speaker found sagmething of humor, 
which held the patriots together and to their 
duty. He read patriotic. newspaper-poetry, 
written in those times, and told of private, up- 
stairs tea-parties; all of which was fresh and 
highly entertaining to his audience. At the

THE LOUISIANA MUDDLE.

CMA, Nov. 13.—The opinion expressed in

tunity to vote is given to all alike, and if those 
who abstain from voting do so of their own fault 
or negligence, then those who do attend and 
vote have the right to decide the result; but in 
a case where thase whg fail to vote constitute a 
large proportion of the voting population, and 
where they did not have the opportunity to vote, 
there can be no valid election.” Mr. 1 
from a review of the election cases, which have 
been decided by Congress, derives the following 
princinies :
